R. C. Sprague Expounds 
Profit Theory At 
Bennington Dinner 

As guest speaker at a recent Ben¬ 
nington Manager-Supervisor Dinner, 
Robert C. Sprague, Chairman of the 
Board and Chief Executive Officer, 
stated that the key phrase which best 
describes our past success is “PRO¬ 
GRESS THROUGH PROFIT’. 

In a further explanation he said, 
‘“Obviously a company which is not 
making profits is sick, and if it is sick 
for a long enough period of time it dies 
.... Profit is absolutely necessary for 
survival of private industry. 1 he 
only enterprise which can operate 
without a profit is the government, 
and the government lives largely on 
taxes from the profits of industry." 

Mr. Sprague noted that, the fore¬ 
casts of experts all seem to agree that 
the next decade will see a continuing 
growth in the usage of all types of 
electronic and electrical components 
manufactured by Sprague Electric. 
In fact it is interesting to note that 
they forecast a continuing increase in 
the usage of capacitors, resistors, trans¬ 
formers, component subassemblies, 
and other items of critical importance 
to us. They also agree that micro¬ 
electronics will not supersede and 
obsolete electronic components as we 
now know them. 

Despite the relatively bright fore¬ 
cast for the future, severe problems do 
confront us in the immediate future. 
Mr. Sprague stated that "in over 30 
years in the business, I have never 
seen such instability in competitive 
pricing of the types of components 
which we make. Price cutting by 
our competitors, most of whom arc 
losing money, continues to disrupt 
our own sales position and to reduce 
profits on many items." 

“'To counteract this,” lie continued, 
■‘each of us must expend every effort 
to improve yields, improve methods 
and techniques, make maximum use 
of incentive plans for direct labor, 
manage our raw material and line in¬ 
ventories as efficiently as possible 
without disrupting customer schedules 
and in every possible way seek to 
maximize the profit in each opera¬ 
tion.” 

25 Legislators Visit 
Company and Airport 

The Sprague Electric Company 
played host to some 25 State Legisla¬ 
tors visiting state-aided airports in 
Massachusetts in mid-May. The 
group arrived at Harriman Airport 
in a fleet of small private planes from 
Boston. Following greetings at the 
airport by Mayor Francis C. Florini, 
Albert S. Rowett, Chairman of the 
North Adams Airport Commission;

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Profit And The Community 

(Third of Five Articles) 

Recently, a new theater was opened with great fanfare in a Canadian city. 
It had been donated as a public service by a brewery. 

Is it likely that the generous brewery was one that was earning good profits 
or one that was losing money? 'The answer is too obvious to state. But the 
question does point up the fact that only a profit-making company can achieve 
its full potential as a contributor of community benefits. 

Many large corporations have such extensive charitable activities that they 
employ a man or even a department to handle their contributions. The small 
businessman usually makes his decisions on giving himself. Sometimes a 
merchants or manufacturers organization in a community will investigate 
charitable pleas and recommend ones worthy of support, warn against those 
which are fraudulent. 

Whenever the community chest holds a drive, there is a special division for 
business gifts. Business gifts arc a main part of the financing of new community 
hospitals and recreation centers. Business gifts support little theater projects, 
symphony orchestras and a wide range of youth and cultural activities. 

If a new church is to be built, you may be sure that business gifts will usually 
be solicited. 

It is obvious that no unprofitable company is in a position to perform these 
community services. It simply doesn’t have the money. 

Profits make good neighbors of industries and businesses, as well. The 
profitable company is able to maintain a clean and attractive plant, often land¬ 
scaped, sometimes even illuminated at night. 

It is able to afford the expensive new devices which control pollution of the 
air, and which protect purity of streams. Its drivers may be put through safety 
courses, which benefit the whole community. Its employes will enjoy hygienic 
surroundings, to the improvement of general community health. 

PROFIT AND RISK 

One of the chief intangible elements in earning profits is risk. The higher 
the risk, the higher the prospective profit must be to attract investment. 

An investor who chose to buy an interest in a long-established store on a 
main street, which had a progressive management and a long record of profit¬ 
ability, might be content to expect five percent on his investment. 

But a new venture is riskier. To persuade an investor to risk his money in 
something new instead of something old and safe, there must be a hope that he 
can "do better” than a conservative four or five percent. 

Brand new products and services at first yield high profits—if they are success¬ 
ful. Profits of 10, 20 and even 100 percent have been made on new ventures. 
But the majority of new ventures do not make a profit at all, instead they fail 
and wipe out the original investment. 

Any arbitrary limitation on the amount of profits would assure that few 
people would be found willing to risk their money in the promising new in¬ 
dustries of tomorrow on which our future progress depends.

ucators to shift emphasis from com¬ 
piling of facts to stimulation of 
thought and understanding. The 
ability to do well on examinations is 
not necessarily a good criterion of 
creativity. 

Dr. Sprague praised the Williams 
College experimental program started 
under a Ford Foundation grant. 
Under this program, over the next 10 
years about 10 per cent of each Wil¬ 
liams class will be students with de¬ 
ficient entrance requirements over¬ 
shadowed by real promise in certain 
areas. 

Once the creative student has fin¬ 
ished his education and entered in¬ 
dustry, social pressures often pul him 
in a frame of mind where lie seeks a 
managerial position with its higher 
pay and prestige. Once the scientist 
goes into management, at least part 
of his creative thrust is lost to the 
company, and thus industry, in one 
sense, is defeating itself by pushing its 
best scientists into management. 

In conclusion Dr. Sprague said he 
hoped that "especially in tin- educa¬ 
tional area, individuals such as those 
graduating will continue to improve 
and expand the techniques available 
to better foster the creative talents of 
our students.”
